During the first 11 weeks of the pres-

The 
latest Broomhall estimate shows the 
importing countries requiring during the 
present crop year only 48,000,000 bh more 
than they took last year. They have 
already secured 68 per cent of their 
additional requirements for the year, 
getting it mainly from the Danube and 
the old Indian and Argentine crop. 

The United States and Canada have 


‘supplied 13,000,000 bu less than during 


the same period last year. We have 
hoarded our surplus wheat, while our 
competitors were supplying Europe. 
America has probably 100,000,000 bu of 
wheat, which must be sold abroad or 
carried over into another crop year. The 
new Argentine crop will come into the 
market in January with a surplus that 
promises much larger than last year, 
and this competition we must meet with 
our surplus. The world’s buyers this 
year certainly held the whip hand over 
the world’s sellers.

‘De Lesseps Wonders Why 
Mound City Doesn’t Build 
Permanent Aerodrome. 


By Leased Wire From the Néw York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1—On the final 
day of the international aviation mect 
at Belmont Park, before the aviators 
packed up their machines to be shipped 
to Baltimore, where they are to fly for 
a week, there were signs of joy amon: 
the birdmen that their hazardous tas 
of flying in treacherous -winds and 
over dangerous grounds had come to an 


end. 

*Many of the American aviators who 
have made flights in St. Louis com- 
pared the far more favorable conditions 
that nearly always prevail there with 
these around New York. Arch Hoxsey 
said after the meet was over that Sr. 
Louis would have been the proper place 
for the international event and. that 
Americans missed & great chance by 
not having had the meet there. 

“There is all. the difference in thé 
world between the two places,’ ex- 
plained Hoxsey, who took Col. Roosevelt 
up for a ride in the Wright biplane 
when he flew in St. Louls a few week 
ago. “While I made my flights at St. 
Louis, I don’t think I found more than 
one day on which the wind was blowinz 
more than four to six miles an hour. 
Almost an infant could make flights in 
that kind of weather. St. Louis clil- 
matic conditions are also better at this 
time of the year, and this is net by any. 
‘means an inconsequential matter with 
‘the aviators, especially * altitud⸗ 
events. 

Too Could for — 

“At times when I would fig five or 
six thousand feet high at Belmont I 
would get so cold that it almost bhe- 
came dangerous for me to trust. my 
hands on the levers. I don’t think thut 
thé upper atmosphere within a radius of 
100 miles around St. Louis is very. mutch 
cgider than on the surface of the earth. 

“As for cross-country flying, I think 
the aviators, would not want a better 
place than the delightful country on 
the banks of the Mississippi. Take the 
Gorn fields. W iat better landing place 
éould be desired than such fields? Of 
course, there was nothing more pleas- 
ing to me than the moderate velocity 
of thé’ winds.” 

The records of the international meet 
show that there was far less. flying 
dome each cay than at most of other 
meets. Most of the flyers attribute 
this to the bad weather conditions that: 
prevailed nearly every day of the meet. 
The frail menoplanes had their troubles 
when aloft and nearly all the aviation 
authorities feared some dangerous. ac- 
cidents. There were a number of acci- 
dents due to high and puffy winds, but 
not nearly as many as had been feared. 
Many probably was avoided because 
the birdmen would not risk their necks 
in the furiout gales. 

Favors Permanent Aerodrome Here. 

“If atmospheric conditions are as good 
as they have been explained to me 
around St. Louis, I should think that 
it would be selected as the place for 
& permanent national aerodrome,” en- 
thusiastically said Count de Lesseps. 

“Why did not your aero club select 
such a part of the country for the in-/ 
ternational aviation meet, instead of 
some place on the Atlantic Coast, where 
I don’t believe you have very steady 


think the topography, the great prai- 
ries and wide expanses of comparative- 
ly flat lands, have a great deal to do 
with a settled condition of the atmos- 
phere.

TO PULPIT ATTAGK 


Declares Committee Is Using 
Only Authorized Names 
in Opposing Prohibition. 





INTEMPERATE HE SAYS 





Thinks Ministerial Alliance 
Should Have Made Criti- 
cisms More Specific. 


The charge, made in resolutions adopt- 
ed by members of the Ministerial Alli 
ance, that the Citizens’ Defense Com- 
mittee has misrepresented the attitude 
-f many citizens on the prohibition 
amendment, is denied spéc-fically by 
George J. Tansey, chairman of the 
committee. In a statement prepared 
Monday night after reading the clergy- 
men’s utterance, Tansey declared the 
ministers were guilty of an “attempt to 
distort plain and unequivocal facts,” and 
said that their action showed realization 
of impending defeat for the tenth 
amendment. 


His statement is as follows: 
“The afternoon papers of today made 
mention of an alleged meeting of forty 


ministers of the. Ministerial Alliance, 
at which resolutions favoring prohibi- 
tion and containing many extravagant 
Statements had been passed. 

“In the first instance, if there were 
4) ministers present this would be less 
than 10 per cent of all the ministers 
in the city of St. Louis. I am‘amazed 
at the intemperate language of those 
who claim to stand for temperance. 
Each of these gentlemen has a right 
to his individual opinions and to every 
expression of them, however misguided 
his efforts may be or however erro- 
neous his conclusions. 

“Each piece of literature sent ,out 
by our committee has been the result 
ot careful investigation. The figures 
that we have used have been pre- 
pared by pmpert statisticans, We have 
shown cenclusively, without exaggera- 
tion, that. prohibition has not stopped 
the sale of liquor in any state. Our 
literature has dealt in facts and argu- 
ments, built on these facts. If any 
member of the Ministerial Alliance 
takes exception to any facts stated by 
us in our literature, it would be more 
becoming, and certafly more fair, for 
him to state to what facts he ob- 
jects, so that we could produce our 
evidence rather than to indulge in a 
general abusive statement of citizens 
of St. Louis totally disinterested and 
having as a consideration only the wel- 
fare of the city they represent. 

Used No Unauthorized Names, 

“Personally, I do not believe that 
there are forty ministers in the City of 
St. Louis who would blindly subscribe 
to the resolution passed. We have not 
sent out anonymous co 
abusive communications or made at- 
tacks upon those people differing from 
us on this subject. Each piece of lit- 
erature which we have sent out. has 
contained the names of each member 
of our Executive Committee. 

“When in the third paragraph of their 
resolutions they state that the Citizens’ 
vefense Committee has been using the 
names of reputable citizens: without their 
knowledge and consent. a statement has 
been made which is false. in every par- 
ticular, and brands these Christian min- 
isters either as having willfully falsified 
or at least of having made statements

Only Small Number Present. 

The Ministerial Alliance includes most 
of the English-speaking Protestant min- 
isters of St. Louis, outside the Epis- 
copal body, and embraces practically all 
the pastors of Baptist, Christian, Con- 
gregational, Methodist and Presbyterian 
churches. The denominations named, in 
all their branches, have 125 church in 
St. Louis, with regularly appointed pas- 
tors, besides a number of missions. 

The secretary, the Rev. M. M. Pearce, 
said Tuesday that no rollcall was taken 
at the meeting Monday and he was able 
to name only 27 who had been present. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day that about forty ministers at- 
tended. 

There was some comment on the ab- 
sence of a number of the best known 
ministers of the city. Six of the most 
prominent. ministers in St. Louis—Drs. 
Niccolls, McKittrick, Williamson, Bit- 


ting, Mills and Lee—were — the 
absentees.

“We deplore the fact that the names 
of many reputable citizens have been 
used by this committee and others rep- 
resenting the brewery interests to fur- 
ther the cause of the liquor traffic. 
without their knowledge or consent.” 

The’ names of Nicholls and Gentry 
were the only ones ‘mentioned in the 
ministers’ discussion as having been 
misrepresented in the manner described 
in the resolution. Tansey’s reply denies 
that either was misrepresented.
